She had not respond­ 
ed to "education," he had been in­ 
formed. 
He dwelt, too, upon the most te r­ 
rible memory in hi; i xperienco. He 
recalled that little fiat in Vienna 
which had been tin' seem* of some­ 
thing so callously and incredulously 
brutal that not all modern propa­ 
ganda could Convince those who had 
not seen it of its truth. In his ca­ 
pacity of a Nazi official he had nc- 
companied a party of Storm Troop­ 
ers who had been instructed to en­ 
ter t he fiat of a couple who had been 
summarily arrested by the Black 
Guards and who were now aw aiting 
trial.

The man war accused 
of the a ii ti-soc ia I crime against the 
Third Reich of marrying a Jewish 
woman. She was only (plai ter Jew ­ 
ish, hut that was sufficient taint ac­ 
cording to the pure racial laws of 
tho new regime. KlofVer had stood 
in tho background while the Storm 
Troopers kicked in the door of this 
humble little home, In the tiny bed­ 
room there was found the emaciated 
body of a little boy of five. He was 
dead of starvation.

The sight of that wasted 
little body had momentarily stunned 
Kloffer as he stood looking down at 
it, and he had been obliged to exer­ 
cise every ounce of his self-control 
to retain an impassive face at. the 
remark of the leader of the Storm 
Troopers when he, too, saw the 
child's body. 
"Heil H itler!" he had exclaimed. 
One Jew less.” 
At Inverness, Kloffer would have 
forgotten to change had it not been 
for a porter opening the carriage 
door and inquiring whither he was 
bound. At five minutes to one in the 
afternoon, after twenty-three hours’ 
journey, during which he had nei­ 
ther slept nor eaten.

The price of light bulbs gradually 
has been reduced until today you can 
buy a I OO-watt bulb for 15 cents.

60-watt bulb costs about 13 c**nts and 
a 25-watt costs IO cents. One 100-watt 
bulb furnishes more light than four 
25-watt bulbs, but it costs the same to 
operate since electricity is figured out 
by the kilowatt hour. 
To get as much light as one 100-watt 
bulb gives, you will need two 60-watt 
bulbs or six 25-watt bulbs since Hie 
small bulbs are less efficient in giving 
light. 
When you figure the cost of electri­ 
city at 4 cents a kilowatt hour, it will 
cost four-tenths of a cent to operate 
tin1 100-watt bulb one hour, of $4 a 
thousand hours. That’s about the av­ 
erage life of a standard 'bul!). At the 
same rate, the two 60’s will cost five- 
tenths of a cent an hour, or $5 per 
thousand hours. The six 25’s will cost 
six-tenths of a cent an hour, or $6 a 
thousand hours.

National President I rges 
Action by Army of Am­ 
ateurs. 


Five million home defense g ar­ 
dens, growing vegetables to be eat­ 
en by the owners’ families, is the 
goal set by Hoyt Paxton, president 
of the Men’s Garden Clubs of Amer­ 
ica for the campaign in which his 
organization is taking the lead. 
“ Europe offers tragic proof that 
food is as vital to defense as are 
weapons,” said Mr. Paxton. “ E v­ 
ery country now at war has broken 
down in its efforts to keep the food 
supply at normal. When armies are 
in training and industry is forced 
to concentrate upon munitions, the 
problems of food transportation m ay 
become m ore difficult than those of 
food production. Home gardens pro­ 
ducing food F. O. B. the kitchen 
door, help solve both these prob­ 
lems.” 
While production of commercial 
vegetables was in surplus last year, 
a different picture is likely to be 
developed by next summer, warned 
Mr. Paxton. 
Factories Drain Garden Labor. 
“ Reports 
of 
curtailed 
m arket 
garden acreage are widespread,” 
he said, “Higher wages, and short­ 
er hours in factories are draining 
competent labor away from the 
m arket gardens, where the work 
days are long and there is over­ 
time work without overtime pay. 
Vegetable seeds are much higher 
priced, and many are scarce. Those 
who take food abundance for grant­ 
ed are likely to have unpleasant 
surprises.” 
Each Men’s Garden Club which 
belongs to the national organization 
has been asked to form a commit­ 
tee on defense gardens, and a na­ 
tional committee is being organized 
to coordinate their efforts. The fol­ 
lowing program has been recom­ 
mended to the defense garden com­ 
mittees by President Paxton: 
I—To persuade every experi­ 
enced amateur gardener who 
has a suitably cultivated gar­ 
den plot to grow vegetables for 
family consumption. 


2—To offer your services as 
practical advisors to industries, 
clubs and municipalities, who 
plan to plow up vacant land 
for garden allotments to be cul­ 
tivated in spare time by those 
lacking space at home. 
3—To discourage hysterical 
demands that established orna­ 
mental plantings be turned to 
vegetable growing, or that gar­ 
dens be made under conditions 
where failure is probable. 
4—To advise that flowers be 
planted to border the vegeta­ 
bles, that the beauty of public 
ornamental plantings be pre­ 
served unmarred, and that de­ 
fense gardens be made on the 
abundant supply of vacant land 
which is well adapted to such 
purpose. 
‘‘Our country is preparing to de­ 
fend itself from attack,” said Mr. 
Paxton, “ and every American has 
been called upon to contribute to 
the extent of his ability to that end. 
“ Every home which has space in 
which vegetables can be grown, 
can make an important contribution 
to defense, as in the years 1917, 
1918 and 1919. In our view this help 
is even m ore needed, than it was 
then. 
“Since 1919 home vegetable gar­ 
dens have been reduced by half in 
number and while commercial vege­ 
table production has increased all 
this increase has been concentrated 
in the extreme south and west, from 
which green vegetables are shipped 
across the continent to the large 
centers of population. M arket grow­ 
ing near our large midwest and 
eastern 
cities 
has 
actually 
de­ 
creased. 
“ Where 93,139 cars were used in 
1917 to transport fresh vegetables, 
excluding potatoes, to m arket, in 
1938, 248,062 cars were necessary, 
plus uncounted trucks. Any inter­ 
ference with this high speed trans­ 
portation, or with the labor supply 
in growing sections, will im m ediate­ 
ly reduce supplies to our chief in­ 
dustrial centers and mobilization 
camps. 
“ Obviously this is a most danger­ 
ous situation, from a defense point 
of view. 
“ Home gardeners will turn to 
vegetable production by the m il­ 
lion if attention is called to the 
need for their help. But there is ne 
time to be lost. Vacant land, in 
favorable locations, m ust be allot­ 
ted. Soil preparation should be be­ 
gun as early as possible, and etcd 
sown by next April, otherwise the 
opportunity to strengthen our food 
front will have been lost, and the 
emergency may be upon us.”
